all times, when great nations are 
locked in a life and death struggle, 
prophecy is dangerous. It seems 
to be particularly dangerous 
when one is dealing with the 
Germans. One of the few 


the British Prime Minister since 
he assumed control of his 
nation’s destinies nearly five 
years ago was his premature 
statement during the campaign 
in North Africa that one of the 
several offensives against the 
Germans and Italians would 
drive the Axis forces from the 
Western Desert, This object 
ultimately was achieved; but 
Mr. Churchill’s immediate. prog- 
nosis proved to be rather 
hasty, because Marshal Rommel 
contrived to withdraw his forces 
with almost negligible casualties, 
and returned in sufficient strength 
to open a very dangerous counter- 
offensive. Have the Germans 
been able to withdraw the bulk 
of their troops to the eastern 
bank of the Rhine? During the 
last week or so the Allies have 
made steady progress. The plan of 
campaign that has been worked 
out by General Eisenhower and 
carried into effect by Field- 
Marshal Montgomery resembles 
very closely that which was put 
into operation last summer after 
the Allied landings in Normandy. 
Then, it will be remembered, the 
British and Canadians fought 
containing actions in the Caen 
area. They constituted the hinge 
on which the great American 
thrust swung after the break- 
through at St. Lo and Avranches. 
- Now, General Crerar’s Canadians, 
with General Denipsey’s British 
Army behind them, seem to be 
performing a like function in the 
great battle between the Maas and 
the Rhine. In the north they are 
facing most stubborn opposition. 
Evidently the German High 
Command have not forgotten 
what happened in France some 
six months ago, and ever since 
Arnhem they have been doing 
everything in their power to 
prevent the turning of their 
northern flank. Nevertheless, 
Allied strategy has achieved sub- 
stantial success. The Americans 
gained a tactical surprise by their 
unexpected forcing of the Roer 
river. 


but all the Allied reports agree 
that the Germans have been 
withdrawing in orderly fashion. 
Nobody yet knows to what 
extent they have been able to 


jremove their forces to the far 


bank of the Rhine. What is 
certain is that they have managed 
to retain three distinct bridge- 
heads between Wesel, where there 
is an important bridge, and 
Cologne, the Rhineland’s capital. 
The first stretches roughly from. 
Wesel to Homburg, the second 
from Neuss — opposite Diissel- 
dorf—to a point about half-way 
to Cologne, and the third thence 
to Cologne itself. 

There is no doubt at all that 
both Diisseldorf and Cologne are 
in imminent danger. Neuss, 
which is virtually a suburb of 
Diisseldorf on the west bank of 
the Rhine, already is in American 
hands. Krefeld also has been 
captured. Farther south the Ameri- 
cans are stated to be within 
rifle-shot of Cologne, while 
General Patton’s army is ad- 
vancing steadily. As matters 
stand at present, it seems to be 
unlikely that a decisive battle will 
be fought between the Rhine 
and the Maas. Marshal von 
Rundstedt evidently has managed 
to transfer a fair proportion of 
his troops and his armour across 
the river. The Americans are re- 
ported to be straining every nerve 
to “liquidate” the three remain. 
ing bridgeheads north of Cologne, 
and to be in a position to pursue 
their adversaries across the Rhine, 
The Germans still may be in 
doubt regarding the intentions of 
General Dempsey's army. So far 
it has been held more or less in 
rescrve; but its mere existence as 
a striking force must be causing 
some concern to Marshal von 
Rundstedt, Last night — the 
Americans claimed to have en- 
tered the suburbs of Cologne on 
the western bank of the river.

Ireland's present supply of holi- 
day facilities is sadly inferior to 
the demand, but there would be 
some chance of an equalisation of 
supply and demand if a new 
system of vacations were intro- 
duced by factories and business 
firms. Dublin, in this respect, is 
less “standardised” than Belfast 
and the great industrial cities of 
England—which tend to hurl 
their thousands of employés 
simultaneously upon the holiday 
resorts — yet, even here, the 
“ staggering” of holidays would 
bring great benefit both to the 
resorts and to their customers. 
We have urged more than once 
that the chief function of the 
Tourist Board is to provide cheap 
and pleasant holidays for the 
people of Ireland before it begins 
to consider the attraction of 
tourists from other countries. 
Ought it not to contemplate an 
appeal to commercial and manu- 
facturing firms to spread their 
holiday period over four, or even 
six, months, rather than to con- 
centrate it into two? As we see 
it, the consequence would be a 
general gain—to the people at 
large, to the hotels and resorts, 
and to the railways—if not, 
indeed, to the firms themselves.
